Absolutely, the major eco-groups are lead by folk out of Haverford and 
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Princeton. However, when they want something technical done, they go to 
somebody from Humboldt State. Humboldt State is an hour's commute from 
Scotia. Yep, Pacific Lumber's backyard. It is where California gets its 
Fish & Game Biologists, Game Wardens, Water Quality Lab. Techs, Foresters 
and Watershed Managers. The most powerful Democrat in Sacramento is Willie 
Brown. The most powerful Republican is Pete, Wilson. Both get their major 
environmental advice from graduates of the CSU 's Humboldt State* 

There is other leverage there as well. The CSU itself, not the 
Legislature, decides how and where the money that the Legislature gives ;to 
it will be spent. The CSU Chancellor has enormous power, thanks to the 
notorious Asleep at the Wheel: CSU Trustee MO. It is like the old days in 
the Pentagon when those who went along with the Pentagon got the bases and 
the local contracts. Legislators-who were totally frustrated by the last 
Chancellor's total obliviousness to local needs, campus-by-campus, in the 
20 campus CSU System, have quite a backlog of locally needed programs on 
their wish list. That $2 Billion annual budget has gone to .Chancellor's 
whims.

Look at. the Resolution carefully, page 2, lines 19 through 24. That 
paragraph is Sacramentospeak of Humboldt State University in Areata, California. 
Yes, the northernmost campus of the CSU system is a Humboldt County neighbor 
of the Maxxam Group's mainstay cash cow: the Eel River Main Holdings of the 
Pacific Lumber Company. Protecting this cash cow is the most c ritical lynch- 
pin to Maxxam's financial.empire. Maxxam Group is the most leveraged major 
corporation. The whole thing depends upon that cash flow from the woods and 
mills in and around Scotia. The company,must either have money that has come 
in from forced Eminent Domain Parkland Takeovers ( what it most wants) or 
from a steady supply of sold redwood timber. Temporary stalls on timber 
harvests for a few years ( and a decade is not unusual for a wildlife study, 
some last for generations ) while studies are made on wild life impacts 
could break the lynchpin and with it the whole over-extended empire. Parks 
are what Maxxam desires most. It could survive, however, just fine without 
them. The profits just would not be as staggering. What it has feared most 
has tended to come out of Humboldt State: studies on marbled murrelets and 

a ' 

spotted owls that enabled lawsuits to stall Pacific'Lumber timber harvests. 

A bunch of this kind of stuff without parkland takeovers to tide Pacific Lumber 
over while things wind through the courts and the cash cow is dead...or at least 
not productive enough to keep the rest of the empire afloat until the junk 
bonds are paid off, the Puerto Rico Resort Complex completed and etc. They 
had to get a handle on the CSU's Humboldt State. What better handle than the 
Chancellor in a system where the Chancellor has exceptional power? 

As well, Humboldt State is a major whelping,ground for eco-activists. 

The major eco-groups get their people from schools with squash courts instead 
of wildlife pens. However, whemwe look at those pesky local groups we are 
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apt to be looking at cited studies done at Humboldt State. Even the majors, 
when they need something scientific, tend to go with somebody from that hoi 
polloi public university with fairly easy admissions. You won't find any 
Humboldt State Grads, on the Board of Audubon or the Sierra Club. You will 
find plenty writing the detailed scientific field studies in The Journal of 
Wildlife Management . In Sacramento's legislative offices, eco-politics-is 
a Humboldt State turf. In the California State Agencies, it is even more 
a Humboldt State Turf. The Water Quality Engineers, the Park Rangers and 
especially the State Foresters and the State Fish and Game Biologists all 
tend to come out of Humboldt State. It is Calif. Dept, of Forestry and The 
State Dept, of Fish and Game that can make or break Maxxam. In both agencies, 
the lion's share of the technical people come out of Humboldt State. All those 
student Wildlife Management Majors from Humboldt State are like;a plague 
of locusts unto Maxxam...verily, a plague that could bring great weeping and 
wailing and gnashing of teeth in the Boardrooms and meeting halls of the 
Cheiftain | | and his followers. Up goes the debate on Old-Growth

Few, damn 
few are born poor or even upper working class, lots of preppies...and we 
aren't talking podunk prep., but Andover, St. Marks, and etc. in both 
cases. Complete is the contempt for working class people and working 
class values. It is difficult to find any of these folk who did not 
manage to evade the Vietnam Era Draft were they of that age bracket. 

They do not betray their social stations, period. However, what is 
done to the peasants is another story. They believe in what they are 

doing and work incredibly hard. Because of this belief, they have no 
sense of the idea that perhaps that, the end does not justify the means. 
They use their connections within government, which are considerable. It 
is one reason, these connections, that 'preppie preference' prevails at 
hiring time. They have no sense that the .folk they throw out of work 
might, consequently have real problems as a,result. For them, work has 
always been easy to find. They have connections and donft know what 
real suffering is. They are, in a?very real sense, innocent of knowledge 
of the consequences of their actions.

Service is under Agriculture. James Watt was Secretary of Interior. 

The key person behind the Forest Service at this time was The Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture for Natural Resources and Environment. I 
will play a game...I will bet that you cannot recall the man's name. 

However, the man who created the policies that raised so much ire 
was an Establishment Child of Dartmouth College and Harvard Law School. 

He knew to pose with his bird-watcher's field glasses while Mr. Watt 
was posing with his rifle and freshly shot antelope. He wore the right 
clothes and said the right things. 

There is an ethic here. It is not the ethic of you or I, but there 
is an ethic.

SCR 22. as introduced, Keene- Center for the Resolution 
of Environmental Disputes. 

'This measure would request the Chancellor of the 
California State University to establish the Center for the 
Resolution of Environmental Disputes to provide third-party 
assistance to governments, businesses, and citizen groups in 
the settlement of natural resource disputes and to offer 
courses of study and conduct research in environmental 
dispute resolution. 

Fiscal committee: yes. 

1 WHEREAS, Rapid population growth and competing 

2 demands for California's natural resources often 

3 engender intense public conflict over their wise and 

4 equitable use; and 

5 WHEREAS, Traditional approaches for resolving 

6 complex environmental issues that involve litigation or 

7 the vote of the people during elections are costly, time 

8 consuming, and limited in the alternatives that may be

10 WHEREAS, Mediation, neutral third-party facilitation, 

11 and other negotiation techniques have been successfully

Synopsis of a Theory. 1 

Judi Bari was the target of a personally motivated murder 
attempt. This person knew her and was close to her and he used 
his position to carry out a scheme to eliminate her from the 
public scene. While his reasons were rationalized ideologically 
his motives were strictly personalj, seething, violent jealousy.. 
To cover,his act and to gain a dramatic medium for bringing 
himself before the public eye he made it look as though he also 
was a victim of that attack. This man is desperate and violent 
and'-he stuot strike -out at anyone'who 'threatens-to expose-him. 

This is-a theory based on circumstance and implication, it is not 
an accusation. 1 cannot develop the evidence and give it to you 
nor can I give testimony, but the evidence is there and the 
testimony is there, it can te gotten.

Some of my statements below contain comments and'observations 
which would be obvious to a forensic examiner .(or not technically 
precise, as the casemay be). I state them here only for the 
sake*of illustrating the argument, please excuse the lapses. 
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I. Judi Bari's Innocence* 

There is a great body of testimonial evidence to support the 
argument that there is a strong dichotomy between the emotional 
personalities and operational philosophies of the two principals 
in this incident. Judi Bari had too-much to lose and nothing to 
gain by getting)involved in some asinine bombing stunt. Call 
her inattentivey call her overly trusting, call her even an 
unconsciously willing victim, but Judi Bari is not a violent 
terrorist or murderer. She did not know there was a bomb in her 
car, it could easily have been disguised so that she would not 
notice it as unusual. Daryl Cherney, on the other hand, was 
beaded.for a fall sooner or later anyway, no one will miss him. 


II. Purposeful Detonation.

This explosion does not seem to have been accidental and I think 
this .can be proven if the 'dock is still intact (see VI1I-A 
below). Apparently, the bomb was at least partially armed or 
M off safe" at the time of the explosion (See Appendix A). At any 
rate, the defense cannot contest the purposeful detonation 
argument because to do so would incriminate their client. 


III. It Was Unprofessional. 

A)' 1 will concede that the incident does not look like any kind 
of government/corporate sponsored professional sandbagging 
operation, there are easier ways to do it with much less risk of 
detection and identification, (see Appendix B). 

?B> I have to rule out loggers, they wouldn't have the information 
and it's not their style. 

C> On the other hand, you don't have to see a road killed skunk 
to know that it might be there. This 1 is a real spooky 

character, catch my drift? This boy smells like some kind of JDL 
reject looking for a little field action.

IV. Cherney May Not Actually Be A Victim.

A small charge black powder blast set off inside a car is 
eminently survivable, especially by the person sitting in the 
passenger seat in this case, much less so by the victim (ask a 
professional explosives stunt performer). Judi Bari would not 
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have blown herself up to gain public attention, she was riding 
the crest, .she was on the verge of a great breakthrough. But, 
what better cover could the doer have than to appear to be one of 
the injured victims of the attack. It's a desperate gamble but 
• what would that matter to the’perpetrator ifihe were a 
psychologically and emotionally desperate man with everything to 
gain by it and nothing to lose. (see below and read the 
crucifixion section'of the "Passover Plot") This whole scene has 
the signature,of a "Guerrilla Theater" protest stunt, acted out, 
this time, to a very desperate and dangerous extreme. 


V. Cherney Had Motive and Predisposition. 

A) Daryl Cherney had-a personal motive for wanting Judi Bari out 
of the way. It's widely though tacitly known among their mutual 
acquaintance that he chaffed terribly under her rise to prominent 
leadership while his own role was diminishing, and that he 
rankled at her proven-abi1ity in areas where he. could only 
demonstrate ineffectuality. He can be shown to have been in a 
highly frustrated and unbalanced state of mind prior to the 
incident. 


B> At one time their relationship was in a relatively balanced 
and harmonious state,, and as long as he was*abig fish in* a small 
pond and had a steady outlet for his very powerful emotional 
needs he could blow off steam slowly and safely. But the game 
changed.and with Judi Bari‘s rise to stardom the relationship . 
became inverted. With the, lid firmly clamped down on him and 
with the fire turned up under the pot, he literally blew up.

C) As he constructed it in his mind,,or as he may have been 
convinced,, in this unbalanced emotional and mental state, he had 
to*remove her from the public scene, and he had to,punish her 
also. He,acted in a.cold and calculating manner but his modus 
operand! was typically theatrical and dramatic, and his attack on 
her was brutal :and personal. (see Appendix 0) 


VI. It Had To Be An Inside Job. 

If this was an assassination attempt it had to be an inside job. 
Whoever planned the attempt had to have a detailed knowledge of 
Judi Bari's itinerary and, more specifically, they had to be 
familiar with her personal traveling habits, probably intimately.*, 
familiar. This person knew enough about her to be able to hide a 
small, low power bomb in plain sight, near enough to her to kill 
or seriously injure her. The person, who placed the*device had to 
know‘when and where her car or her belongings could be approached 
without the activity being noticed as unusual.

Is 


Implicated As A Planner/Accomplice. 


A) To slip out of the Wednesday meeting unnoticed sometime before 
midnight to set the timer and transfer the bomb from Cherney's 
van to Bari's car would mean real tight timing to hit an,11:45 
a.m. detonation ( too tight for comfort <I'm assuming a slightly 
less than,12 hour run time). These people had enough time for 
breakfast and leisurely activities before leaving, on schedule* 
for Santa Cruz. An experienced time manager would arm the bomb 

that morning, at the last possible instant, by the book.

B> Why was|_|so publicly specific about his whereabouts. 

between 8:20 and 9:00 a.m.? Can his story be corroborated? 

What was he doing, discarding something (like a guitar), putting 1 
something somewhere (like a bomb into an instrument case)? Who 
put Judi Bari's instrument case into her car? Would the weight 
of a bomb match that of a guitar? 


C) Is it pos&ibid that Cher ney cou ld have given the bomb to | 
at an earlier date and that l | could have placed the bomb with 

the timer set to go off at a preplanned time and place? Is 
Cherney capable of this kind of systematic planning on his own? 


D) The person who set the timer would have known almost to the 
minute when and approximately where the bomb would have gone off. 
If I "l ieft for work at lit30 a.m. what would ,his normal route 

to work have been and how is it that he showed up at the bomb 
site minutes after the explosion? Did he know something? 
Couldn't he stay away? Did he have to see his job? 


VIII. Hissing And Unexplained Elements. 

A) If the timer i© still intact, and if it was a mechanical 
clock, it will contain a lot of information. If the alarm switch 
on the timer was closed at the time of the explosion, the 
explosion is proven to have been intentional and Judi Bari's car 
is indicated as the target. If the clock spring is intact and if 
it had been fully wound then the run time before the explosion ** 
can be approximated (see IX, A below).

B> If the bomb was hidden in a musical instrument case that would 
tell a lot about targeting, intend and opportunity. It rules out 
Cherney's only plausible supposedly "non-violent" target option, 
a fake car bombing on the Santa Cruz campus, because the case 
would have been removed from the car and taken into the rally. 

Can the instruments and their cases be reconstructed to determine 
where the bomb was hidden? Is one of the instruments missing? 
(see Appendix D) 

C> The idea that incriminating bomb materials may have been found 
at Judi Bari's house does not refute the above arguments. 
Haterials could have been placed there by him to implicate her, 
for whatever reasons, or he could have used materials from her 
house without her knowing what they were being used for. 
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IX. A Compounding Of Errors. 


The ’’Demon Letter 1 ’ writer could be one of the perpetrators 
getting nervous and trying to cover possible mistakes. Note how 
he’s trying to introduce the element of a malfunctioning timer to 
deflect suspicion <clock spring?). Note the parodied religious 
element to the letter and the reference to ’’tree worshipper 1 * 
versus Chernsy's "cow worshipper." The "meeting with the 
loggers,” wasn't that inside information? Was Cherney part of 
that meeting or was he excluded? Does the abortion theme somehow 
tie into their previous relationship? Does the pronounced 
writing style look familiar? All sign posts, perhaps, of the 
rebellious little boy trying to cover his dirty little deed, yet, 
at the same time begging to be punished. 

Was Cherney's reaction to the FBI's implied accusation shock, 
dismay, or confusion, or was it glaring bad boy defiance? 

Compare this with* Bari 's reaction. Play the tape of the radio 
phone call from jail, wasn't he actually bragging? 


Summary and Conclusion. 

Oudi Bari is no fanatical bomber, every knowledgeable observer 
will confirm that, it doesn't fit! She was the target of an 
attack, however, and a careful process of examination and 
elimination should be able to determine specifically who targeted 
her for an attack and who carried it out. Circumstances relative 
to inside knowledge, ease of opportunity, mode of operation and 
personal motive clearly implicate two people as possible 
co-conspirators and perpetrators in this case. 

If this theory is correct, there is an unstable and violent 
individual on the loose who must now strike out at anyone who may 
know his secret and threatens to expose him. Judi Bari is still 
in danger, if he suspects that the game is up he may try to 
finish the job.

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APPENDIX A. 



Accidental detonation in this case is not likely. 

The Army trained me in explosives use and handling which included 
the operation of timed electrical detonating devices. My memory 
may be a little faulty and'my information is dated, please excuse 
the lapses. 

1) Detonation by static spark would occur when the device is 
removed from the vehicle at the end of a long trip. Since static 
charge bleeds off when the vehicle stands still over night a 
static spark is not likely to occur with the device sitting still 
inside the vehicle at the beginning of the trip. 

2) Friction ignition of black powder generally occurs in hot, dry 
ambient conditions and is induced by a hard jarring shock or by 
excessive compression. Not likely in this case. 

3) The most frequent case of accidental detonation, by far, as X 
remember it, was mishandling of the timer/power source during 
arming. You've heard about the absent minded anarchist who blew 
himself up because he got the arming procedure backwards? He 
hooked up the battery, set the time, tried to set the alarm, 
missed it, and tried to reset the alarm. To avoid accidents of 
this sort battery connection .was always left until the last 
possible instant and the detonator/timer leads were always 
disconnected from the battery and taped 2" apart to a non¬ 
conducting surface during transportation. I'd be very surprised 
if the "Mad Bomber's Manual" did not contain a similar safety 
warning. 

4) I have to assume from the above, therefore, that the bomb in. 
4udi Bari's car went off because it was at least partially armed, 
or "off safe" with the battery hooked up. Whether or not it went 
off as timed is Vet to be determined. 


APPENDIX B. 

This action was elaborately planned but not professionally done.

Usiqg baneful ’'war” rhetorla, some elected representatives, 
timber chiefs, and media apparently seek to foment violence this 
Summer against peaceful environmental activists. Reasons for 
this are not totally clear. Coming first to mind Is the possibility 
that pro-timber interests—such as~North Coast State Senator 
Barry Keene and union representative Don Nelson—desire violence 
against protesters in order to somehow discredits a righteous 
and necessary opposition force seeking to end forest destruction , 
by an out of control Industry. So-called "radical" environmentalists 
have succeeded over the past few years in calling the^wocld 1 a 
attention to corrupt and illegal dealings by industry and elected 
officials. To discredit the truths brought forward by this movement, 
pro-industry forces are inventing scenarios ef violence designed 
to taint this summer's actions. “Here are some truths of maximum 
importance for activists, media, elected officials, wood workers, 
and industry representatives to keep In mind this Summer. 


1) Activities designed to halt illegal logging operations will/ 
remain non-violent at all times, even if violence bv police or 
industry is inflicted upon protesters . All activists working with 
Redwood Summer will be required to participate ‘In non-violent ,, 
preparations. Non-violence In the field will rank paramount to 
all other considerations. No Redwood Summer organizers will 
encourage any person to break the law or put him/herself at physical 
risk. Any participant not in full agreement with non-violence as 
the principal concern during actions will not take part in 
Redwood Summer. 


2) Logging clans targeted for protest will be only those 
illegally designed by industry and approved by the California 
Department of Forestry (CDF) . Under the California State Forest 
Practices Act, the California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA), 
the State Fish and Game Code, and the State Endangered Species Act, 
all logging plans designed to take old growth trees from private 
California timber lands are illegal. Several federal laws 
likewise prohibit old growth logging in California's National Forests. 
This Is provable in court, but only at §20,000 or more per case, 
an abrogation of democracy. CEQA's cumulative impacts-clause 
also disallows most accelerated corporate logging, such as 
de facto clear-cutting of thousands of .contiguous acres by giants 
Louisiana Pacific and Georgia Pacific.

With the last virgin redwood 
forest about to fall. Congress is 
stirring from its slumber. Rep. Pete 
Stark of Alameda County has introduced 
H bill to make Headwaters Forest a 
"study area" for Wild and Scenic River 
designation. This would create a 
lengthy moratorium, at least, on logging 
in the area. Unfortunately, Congress 
is out of session until late January, 
and the trees could fall by then.> But 
this bill's introduction provides solid 
ammunition for the inevitable court 
case which Will follow the logging plans' 
approval on Dec.' 14. 

Speaking of court, it seems likely 
that the Sierra Club will join EPIC 
of Garberville in suing on the Head¬ 
waters Forest logging plans. So why 
all the preparation for forest defense 
and demonstration plans? Because the 
judge may not grant an injunction to 
stop the logging, and we're not going 
to be caught flatfooted in the face 
of forest obliteration. One of the 
main purposes of bureaucratic & legal 
red-tape is to lull the public 
into complacency.

Non-nonviolence seeks to undo the damaging passivity that nonviolence has 
wrought. N-nv is dynamic and creative. Rather than waiting to deliver yourself 
into the hands of the cops, you run. Stay free and 1 do more. N-nv avoids rules 
and so never divides people into the true practitioners vs. the infidels. 

In non-noviolence, nothing is sacred. We will do‘ what we need to, in the 
words of the great non-nonviolent.activist Malcolm X "by whatever means 
‘necessary". - ' * 

The tradition of non-nonviolence. 

Non-nonviolence has .been practiced for centuries, perhaps millenia, by 
disempowered people.seeking to assert their autonomy. , In this century the 
peoples of many countries have used non-nv to end colonialism. In India, 
for example, radical groups blew up trains, killed British military personnel, 
and sabotaged British business and industry until finally the British withdrew 
and India was autonomous. In,our own country many groups, from the 
revolutionary soldiers to the wobblies, practiced non-nonviolence. One of 
the most striking and effective examples J>f recent tines was the 
civil rights /black power movement. Through the. pr'ctice of n-nv in groups 
such as the Panthers and as a whole, blacks were able to undo much of the 
upression which they had suffered non-vio’ently for years.

I have been away from home for some time so only now had a chance 
to get it into the mail, and even so, was not able to send it 
registered mail as you asked. 

How is the search for the Lord's Avenger proceeding? While I 
hope the effort will be successful I have little respect for the 
organization you represent because it frequently has been more an 
agent of repression than a representative of justice, catering, to 
the prejudices of its administrations, whether J. Edgar's or 
Ronald Reagan's. In that sense, I think the search is more an 
opportunity for snooping on environmentalists than tracking 
culprits. 

The other item enclosed is from a sheep raiser's publication to 
which I subscribe, with my response, which illustrates the scope 
of the poison being spread against environmentalists. 

I have no clear idea where this will all lead, but I don't feel 
optimistic about humankind's ability to correct the situation 
without it degenerating into a struggle similar to what is 
occuring in much of the rest of the modern world.

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Sustainable Time-controlled Grazing 
Of Sheep and Chickens

Undesirable pasture plants ar# often When the sheep are removed from a 


left by random grazing and allowed 10 
mature, seed and multiply. Random graz¬ 
ing also results in a portion of fie pasture 
being overgrazed and subject to erosion. 
Many shepherds have increased the 
amour* and Quality of the* forage by rota¬ 
tional grazing. Burt Raynes of Oak Mead¬ 
ows Farm. Napa, California, has taken 
the rotational grazing concept and devel¬ 
oped an innovative combination of inten¬ 
sive rotational grazing of sheep and 
chickens which results in highly produc¬ 
tive and sustainable pastures. His 150- 
acre sheep farm not only feeds his flock 
Of sheep and chickens but also renews 
the soil and encourages active growth of 
microorganisms, worms and Insects. Suit 
provides food for microorganisms, worm 
and Insect growth flvough the addition of 
frequent irrigation water and mulch to his 
California pastures. He finds that fie ad¬ 
ditional water and mulch enables the fast 
regrowth of the forage as wed as en¬ 
courages the important multiplication of 
microorganisms, worms and insects. The 
worm and Insect multiplication provides 
ample food for his chickens and valuable 
ooi enhancement 

The Oak Meadows Farm rotational sys¬ 
tem can handle 125-150 sheep on a umt 
of flirty individual pastures of one acre 
apiece, Burt provides orvstte water and 
all the sheep are grazed for one day in 
a one-acre pasture. They are moved eWly 
the next day to another pasture. Depend¬ 
ing on fie weather conditions and the 
time of year, the sheep wiR return to the 
first pasture in 25-30 days. The condition 
of the grass wifi determine fie interval, 
Excess pasture » used for hay and en¬ 
silage. 



pasture, fiat pasture lot is irrigated to 
capture and disperse excrement to the 
soil. After a pasture regrowth period of ten 
days, there will be an increase in insect 
and worm populations as wen as plant re- 
growth, Night irrigation just before the 
chickens (or ducks or geese} are released 
into the lot will bring insects and worms 
to the surface, At daybreak about 150 
small broiler chickens are introduced to 
the field.

The shepherd should look tor a/v 
inexpensive source fiat is easy to haul 
and abundant Pasture* are reseeded an- 
nualty m the (all, first by broadcasting red 
and subterranean clovers and then har¬ 
rowing lightly. Oak Meadows Farm pas¬ 
tures are a healthy mixture of clovers, 
fifiery, orchard grass and other native 
grasses. 

The success of Burt's sustainable graz¬ 
ing program lies in Ins excellent plant 
utilization and regrowth which abundant 
water and mulch encourage; Only fie top 
tender portions of the forage are eaten by 
the sheep. The removal of the sheep from 
the pasture allows plant regrowth and 
prevents forages from being eaten so 
close to the rootline (hat fast regrowth » 
difficult or impossible. 

Burt has a baste flock of about 500 
Rambouiltets which include some Come* 
dales and Cheviots. He uses flus system 
on about 75 acres of pasture. Burt very 
strongly feels that farmers are fo be good < 
stewards of the land He says, "To take 
more from the son than is put back is to 
steal from one’s own children." Burt's 
system of sustainable time-controlled 
grazing not only makes good use of the 
land but certainly enriches and builds fie 
so*, excellent criteria for sustainability. 


Ad Reveals Top 
Environmentalists’ 
Salaries

In a quarter-page ad in tie Washington 
Poet on June 4. the National Inholders 
Association and Multiple-Use Land Alli¬ 
ance released fie salaries of leaders of 
six of fie nation's largest radical environ- 
mental organizations. The salaries range 
from $100,000 to $200,000 annually. 

Charles $. Cushman, executive direc¬ 
tor of NIAWLTA, said “The reason for 
running the ad is fo make people aware 
of what a huge business tie environmen¬ 



tal movement has become. High salaries 
are only the tip of fie iceberg. , 

“Professional environmentalism « now 
a $250 million-a-year big business. Most 
of that money is tax deductible and tax 
exempt," Cushman continued. 

"These groups feed on environmental 
hysteria. Every new environmental scare, 
whether real or concocted increases their 
contributions," Cushman said. 

"The result Is fiat while working peo¬ 
ple suffer, the professional environmen¬ 
talists prosper. Every new environmental 
regulation has a cost—lost jobs, higher 
prices, or higher taxes. But the environ¬ 
mental elite don’t have to worry about 
that." Cushman said, 

"The real problem with fie radical en¬ 
vironmentalists is that fiey’ve faded in 
their blue jeans for kalian-designer suits. 
They’ve lost touch with Americans of mid¬ 
dle and lower class income who have to 
pay fie costs of environmental fanat¬ 
icism," Cushman concluded

'■*•1 feel like I should be sitting around base 
camp listening to Bob.Marley, smoking a 
hooter^ and wilting this on the back of a 
rolling paper. But if Dave Foreman wants a 
divorce from all the hippie leftist anarchist 
humanists In Earth First!, I've got :a y few 
things to say. 

First of all. I'm not out to trash Dave 
Foreman. I havea lot of respect for him, both 
for introducing me and many others to the 
JMflea of blocentrism, and for the decentral* 
^nzed, non-hlerarchlcal non-organization he 
helped setup to EF1 But this divorce has been 
a long time coming, and It’s based on real 
political differences. 

Dave: Foreman calls himself a conserva¬ 
tionist, and believes that the focus of EF! 
should be limited to preserving wilderness In 
public land set-asides. 1 absolutely agree that 
we need to save everything we can, and I 
support aU efforts to preserve or re-establish 
wilderness. But I don't think preserving 
wilderness In set-asides is enough. Our soci¬ 
ety Is so destructive that any wilderness we 
preserve may be destroyed by add rain, 
drought, or the greenhouse effect. And, as 
the earth continues to deteriorate under the 


freight of human abuse, sodal pressure to 
Vronsumejany unspoiled land will become so 
great that we will lose it eventually. 

Theonly way to preserve wilderness 
and the only way to save our planet's life 
support system from collapse is to find a way 
to live on'the earth that doesn't destroy the 
earth. In other words.E arth first lisuno t just 
a conse rvatio n movement, it is also a social 
change movement^ This Is why EFTHaT 
.“attracted 4 solnany people who live altema- 
five lifestyles. It doesn't make sense to 
bemoan jthe destruction of nature while 
- supporting the system that Is destroying it. 
Vet Da ve| Foreman proudly calls himself a 
patriot, and glorifies the dominant culture of 


our corrupt society. He-says he is a nbr 
compromise defender of biodiversity, yet he 
has made the ultimate compromise of ac¬ 
cepting a sodety that is literally based on the 
destruction of the earth. 

But In spite of the fact that maiiy of us 
think putting the earth first involves pro¬ 
found social change, it is wrong for Dave to 
characterize us as "leftists"-or "a class 
struggle group." For one thing, we are too 
Irreverent andw_e_have too. much of ajsense 
of humor to be considered leftists. Besides,” 
we are not trying to overthrow capitalism for 
the benefit of the proletariat in fact, the 
sodety we envision Is not spoken fo in any 
leftist theory I've ever heard of. Those theo¬ 
ries deal.only with how to redistribute the 
spoils of exploiting the earth to benefit a 
different class of humans. We need to build 
a society that Is no t based on the exiplolta tlon 
of the earth at all—a sodety whose goal Is to 
achieve a, stable state with nature for the 
benefit of all species. 

Of course we are nowhere near such a 
society. But having this kind of world view 
does not mean we are working on social 
rather than ecological issues, or that we are 
humanists instead of deep ecologists. It Just 
helps shape the strategies used in our EF! 
organizing. Dave Foreman would like to 
keep the movement small and pure. But 
profound social changes don't happen with¬ 
out mass movements, and we need a whole 
lot more of us to bringabout even the modest 
reforms needed to save the redwoods. So the 
'strategy for Redwood Summer was to In¬ 
crease our numbers. We had 2000people at 
the EF! rally Jn Ft. Bragg, and we have been 
staging constant adlons all summer. We're 
not watering down the movement—we're 
spreading our radicalism by sending all those 
people home with new experience lii direct 
action. 


Another change that goes with our 
world view is the prominence of women In 
EF! Ed Abbey's retrogressive view of women 
as sex objects doesn't make It here, where 
- about 3/4 of the EF! organizers are strongand 
competent • women.' And although male 
dominance Is not the only problem with our 
society or the sole reason for the destruction 
of nature. It is definitely a factor. Any change 
toward a non-exploltlve culture would have 
to Include a balance between masculine and 
feminine, and we had better start with our 
own movement. 

It is particularly Ironic that Dave sees us 
as having strayed from EF!'$ principles, be¬ 
cause we are the front line warriors of Earth 
First!; risking our lives out there defending 
the forest. And that Is the most Important 
part of our movement. We are a direct action, 
group, and our policy is set on the front lines, 
not on the lecture circuit or In the minds of 
theoreticians. - . 

No body has.all the answers, and one of 
the strengths of Earth First! has always been 
our diversity. Rednecks for Wilderness and 
Hippy Wu-Wu's can co-exist In Earth First!, - 
as long as we are all fighting to save this 
planet. Our decentralized lion-structure 
leaves room for many strategies to be fol¬ 
lowed at once. But If Dave Foreman or 
anyone else starts insisting on conventional¬ 
ity, we will lose our spark. 

I don't see Dave's leaving as a split In 
Earth First!, but rather as ah evolution. We 
are not moving away from his Ideas, we are 
expanding them. The activities he proposes 
are not In competition with ours, and there 
Is no reason for anyone to have to choose 
sides. Things are not the same as they were 
ten years ago and Earth First! ls changing too. 
But we wifi continue, and a year from now 
we'll still be out there kicking corporate butt.

r his book is the culmination of a 25-year effort to make 
sense of the astonishing changes propelling us into the 
21st century. It is the third and final volume of the 
trilogy that opened with "Future Shock, continued 
with "The Third Wave" and is now complete, though 
the bocks may .be read in any ordez 
"Powershift " is about the crescendomgstruggles for 
power that still face us as industrial civilization loses world domi¬ 
nance and new forces arise to tower over the earth. It deals with 
violence, wealth and knowledge and the roles they play in our lives. 

It is about new paths to power opened by a world in upheaval as we 
speed into what might properly be called the Powershift Era. 

A SUPER-SYMBOLIC ECONOMY 

FromSaudi Arabia and the Soviet Union to Western Europe and 
tw Asia, the entire structure of power that held the world 
together is now disintegrating. A key, unnoticed reason for the 
Hcbal shake-up is the rise of a radically new system for wealth 
creation in which information (including everything fxonascentti* 
ic research to advertising hype) plays a dcroinant role. This new 
system for raking wealth is totally dependent on the instant 
and dissemination of data, ideas, symbols and 
symbolism. It is a super-symbolic economy. 

All our old economic theories, models and measurement meth¬ 
ods. designed for the smokestack era. are increasingly obsolete. 
Even our notions of efficiency and productivity. Throughout the 
era. the production of millions of identical prod¬ 

ucts was symbolic of "modern times." Today, exdwly ; 85 
suggested in "Future Shock” .in 1970 and 'The Third Wave m 
1980. we are standing the principle of mass production on its head. 

Computer-driven technologies are making it possible to turnout 
small runs of increasingly customized goods and serviws aimed at 
niche markets. Smart companies are moving from long nmsot 
commodity products to short runs of "higher value-added prod¬ 
ucts" like specialty steels and chemicals. Constant innovation 
shortens product life cycles. ......

In the new Third Wave economy, a car or a computer may U 
built infour countries and assembled in a fifth. Globalized proouc- 
tion and marketing require capital to flow easily across nauona. 
boundaries. This demands the dismantling of archaic finanoa. 
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regulations and barriers erected by nations to protect their econo¬ 
mies. The result is a larger and larger pool of capital instantly 
available anywhere. But if this makes the financial system more 
flexible and helps it overcome localized crises, it also raises the 
ante, escalating the risk of a massive international collapse. And it 
threatens the power of yet another key institution of the smoke¬ 
stack era: the central bank. 

• Money itself is, in a sense, becoming de-massified. As products 
and services diversify, new technologies make possible a return to 
a condition that existed before the Industrial Revolution—the 
coexistence of multiple currencies in a single economy. We may be 
approaching the age of "designer currencies.”

Nowhere in any of these transactions does anything remotely 
like "money” in the traditional sense change hands. Such deep 
changes in the money system cannot occur without threatening 
entrenched institutions that have, until now, enjoyed positions of 
extraordinary power. 

At one level the substitution of electronic money for paper 
money is a direct threat, for example, to the very existence ofbanks 
as we know them. Banks have had a government-protected monop¬ 
oly in check-clearing services. Electronic money threatens to sup¬ 
plant this system. Moreover, if card companies can issue credit to 
users, as they and the cardholders see fit, unconstrained by the 
kind of limits and reserves that govern banks, the central bank

once were all seen as either sequential or as isolated from one 
another. The new model of production that springs from the super- 
symbolic economy sees production as increasingly simultaneous 
and synthesized. The parts of the process cannot be isolated from 
one another. 

We are, in fact, discovering that "production" neither begins nor 
wads in the factory. Thus, the latest models of economic production 
extend the process both upstream and downstream—-forward into 
aftercare or "support" for the product even after it is sold, as in 
auto-repair warranties or the support expected from the mailer 
when a person buys a computer. Before long, the conception of 
production will reach even beyond that to ecologically safe dispos¬ 
al of the product after use. 

Similarly, it may extend the definition backward to include such 
functions as training of the employee, provision of day care, and 
other services. An unhappy muscle-worker could be compelled to 
be "productive." In high-symbolic activities, happy workers pro¬ 
duce more. Hence, productivity begins even before the worker 
arrives in the office. It depends on the images, data, ideas, attitudes 
and symbols she or he brings to the job. 

THE DOUBLEPAYMENT 

Productivity also increasingly depends on contributions from 
the customer. In a world in which money is "informationalized” 
and information "monetized," the consumer pays for every pur¬ 
chase twice oven first with money and a second time by providing 
information that is worth money. 

The customer typically gives this away for nothing via the 
optical scanner and the universal bar code on almost every item' 
purchased—showing type of product, brand and size preferred, 
time of purchase. If a customer buys several bagfuls of different 
products, the same data become available for each item, and it 
becomes theoretically possible to intemlate these items to one 
another, in order to infer a pattern of purchasing—a consumption 
"signature" for each individual or group of customers.- If the 
shopper pays with a credit card, much more is revealed: (1) name: 
(2) address and postal code (important for segmenting markets); (3) 
credit information; (4) a basis for inferring the family income. By 
/Y,mhiring all this it soon will become possible to construct a 
surprisingly detailed picture of the individual’s life style. This

monetary value, is often sold by 
the retailer to manufacturers, 
who use it in designing new 
products, cutting costs and 
boosting their profits. 

.It’s like giving the retailer 
an, interest-free "information 
loan.’’ But does the customer in 
fact "'own" the valuable infor¬ 
mation he or She generates? Or 
does it acquire value only after it is col¬ 
lected and processed? 

We lack the vocabulary, let alone laws 
and . economic concepts, with which to 
deal with these - unfamiliar questions 
arising from new battles for control of 
information. But such issues involve the 
transfer of billions of dollars—and a shift 
< of economic and social power, 

INFO-OVERFLOW 

.The new wealth creation system forces 
companies to restructure; Vast amounts 
of power in society have been concentrat¬ 
ed in bureaucracies—in business, gov¬ 
ernment, the military, the church, the 
schools. But the new system threatens 
the very nature of bureaucratic power. 

Any bureaucracy has two key features, 
"cubbyholes" and "channels." Because 
of this, everyday .power—routine con¬ 
trol—is in the hands of two types of 
executives: specialists and managers. 
Specialised executives gain their power 
from control of information' in de-

NEW MOSAICS 



Out of the explosive new role 
of knowledge in the super-sym¬ 
bolic economy, a novel struc¬ 
ture of power is emerging: the 
power-mosaic. An economy of 
small, interacting firms form¬ 
ing themselves into temporary 
mosaics is more adaptive and 
ultimately more productive 
than one built around a few rigid 
monoliths. 

There is mounting evidence that many 
giant industrial firms, once the backbone 
of the economy, are too slow and mal¬ 
adaptive for today's high-speed business 
world. It is small business that has pro¬ 
vided most of the 20 million jobs added in 
the US economy since 1977,and most of 
-the innovation. Worse. the giants axe in¬ 
creasingly lackluster as far as profits go. f 
Small firms can now gain access to 
huge amounts of capital from Wall 
Street. The new technologies give them 
ready access to information. And it is 
easier for them to use it, since they tend 
to be less bureaucratic. New informa¬ 
tion systems also permit small opera¬ 
tions to compete more effectively with 
the- old giants: computerized data‘per¬ 
mit more efficient coordination and use 
of materials, bringing them together 
at precisely the right time to meet mar¬ 
ket* demands and quickly ship ever- 
more-miniaturized, .lighter products— 
all of which cuts down on warehousing

But as we leave the industrial era behind, we become a more i will become more dependent than in the past on a vast substruc- 


diverse society. This heightens complexity, which means that 
businesses need more and more data, infor m a ti o n and know-how 
to function. Huge volumes of the stuff are being crammed into 
more and more cubbyholes—multiplying them beyond compre¬ 
hension and stretching, them to the bursting point. Today's 
changes alscrcome at a faster pace than bureaucracies can handle. 

Meanwhile, new kinds of data bases and software permit search¬ 
ing for information across cubbyhole barriers in intuitive fashion. 
These new forms of anti-bureaucratic information storage and 
processing point toward a deep revolution in the way we th i nk , 
analyze, synthesize and express information, andaforward leap in 
organizational creativity. But they also eventually mean the 
breakup of the rigidlittleinformationmonopoliesthathoneycomb 
the bureaucratic firm. And that means a painful shift of power 
away from the guardians of those specialized monopolies. 

This “cubbyhole crisis" is deepened by a parallel breakdown in 
the choked “channels" of communicatioru.Thus nonhierarehicai 
communications networks are being built that crisscross compa¬ 
nies, crash through departmental perimeters and link users not 
merely between the specialized departments but also up and down 
the hierarchy. A young employee at the very bottom of the ladder 
now can co mmunic ate directly with top-level executives working 
on the same problem; and significantly, the CEO at the touch of a 
button can access any employee down below. They can jointly call 


ture of tiny but high-powered and flexible suppliers, many os them- 
family run. 

Fam-firms have great advantages. In contrast to large bureau¬ 
cratic firms, they can make quick decisions. They are often willing 
to take daring entrepreneurial risks. Communication through 
constant face-to-face interaction and even pillow talk is swift and' 
rich, conveying much with only a grunt or a grimace. Family 
members typically enjoy a deep sense of "ownership" in the firm, 
evince high motivation, are strongly ioj ai and often work superhu¬ 
man hours. In a family firm, nobody kids anyone. Too much is 
known by all about all. In a bureaucracy it is often difficult to know 
who has power, despite the formal hierarchy and titles. In the 
family enterprise; everyone knows. 

Today’s resurgence of family business is not just a passing 
phenomenon. We are entering a "post-bureaucratic" era, in which 
the family firm is one of many alternatives to bureaucracy and the 
power it embodies. In "The Third Wave” we wrote about such 
innovations as flexible hours, flexible fringe benefits and other 
"flex” arrangements that begin to treat workers as 'individuals 
and. at the same time, give the firm far greater flexibility, too. 
Today such.ideas are common p lace. 

What companies have hot yet grasped, however, is that flexibili¬ 
ty must cut far deeper—right to the very structure of the organiza¬ 
tion. The rigid, uniform structure of the firm must be replaced by a

Whether or not any of this comes to pass, the inner life of the 
corporation must change.

As regions and localities take on their 
own cultural, technological and political 
character, it will be harder for govern¬ 
ments to manage economies with the tra¬ 
ditional tools cf central-bank regulation, 
taxation and financial controls. Raising 
or lowering interest rates or setting a 
new tax rate will produce radically dif¬ 
ferent consequences in different parts of 
the same country. And as disparities wid¬ 
en, they may well trigger an explosion of 
extremist movements demanding re¬ 
gional or local autonomy or secession. 

A NEW DEMOCRACY 

Mass democracy implies the existence 
of "masses.” But if technology permits 
the customization of products, if markets 
are being broken into niches, if the media 
multiply and serve continually narrow¬ 
ing audiences, if even family structure

Just as market researchers in IH] 
business find more and more 
differentiated segments and- 'Cl 
"‘micro-markets'’ for products, 
reflecting the rising variety of 
life styles, so politicians are 
bombarded by more and more diverse 
demands from their constituencies. 
What is emerging is no longer a mass 
democracy but a highly charged, fast- 
moving "mosaic democracy" that cor¬ 
responds to the rise of mosaics in the 
economy, and operates according to its 
'own rules. These will force os to rede- 
, fine the most fundamental democratic 
assumptions. 

As the new wealth-creation system 
challenges entrenched power structures, 
it triggers social and economic conflicts 
that will eventually threaten political 
stability in the high-technology nations. 
And as turbulence increases, chance 
piays a larger role in our affairs and 
positive feedback creates giant snowball 
effects. 

An example of the snowball effect 
as it operates in today’s world is provid¬ 
ed by the media. By focusing a hand¬ 
held, camera, a reporter can instantly 
project even the tiniest group of politi¬ 
cal cranks or terrorists onto the world’s 
consciousness, and give it far more 
importance than it could garner on its

This is why political institutions in all 
the high-technology societies are in trou¬ 
ble. They are trying to deal with de-mas- 
sified sodeties and economies with tools 
designed for the fast-fading age of mass 
production, mass media and mess poiiti- 
caimovemenis. 

If diversity is necessary in consumer 
products, is it likely to be less neces¬ 
sary in culture or political ideology ? The 
fact & that with some exceptions, cul¬ 
tures, too—like products—are dt-massi- 
fying. And the very multiplicity of media 
accelerates the process. Thus it is high 
diversity, not uniformity, that the mar¬ 
keters eff political candidates or ideas will 
confront.
